Charleston, W. Va, March 20 — 


Twenty-foiir men. are dead as the re- 
sult of two explosions in the Rush Run 
and Red Ash mines at Fire Creek, 
this state. Ten of the victims -were 
members of a rescuing party and were 
caught in the second explosion in the 
Rush Run mine. 


Eight miners were at work in the 


Rush Run mine and five in the Red 
Ash mine when the first explosion oc- 
curred. Five or six honrs later a party 
of 11 rescuers entered Rush Run mines 
to locate the dead. They had probably 
gorte back 2,000 feet when the second 
explosion occurred, and it is positively 
known that all are dead, as there is 
no possible chance for their escape. 
After the first explosion miners from 
neighboring mines rushed to the ill- 
fated mine in an effort to save their 
comrades. On account of gas it was 
considered unsafe to enter the mine 
Eight old and experienced miners with 
safety lamps have been .engaged to 
enter and close up some of the entries 
so that fresh air can be forced into 
the mine. Th'e rescuers had gone 
about 2,000 feet'into the mine when 
the second explosion occurred, or less 
than half the distance to where the 
miners had been working when the 
first explosion occurred Hundreds of 
people visited both mines from other 
mines, but aside from the wrecked 
power houses and the crowds of spec- 
tators the mines presented their usual 
appearance. 


The men explored the mines for two 


or three hours, patting up brattices so' 
that pure air should follow them wher- 
ever they went. Finally some of them 
came out and reported that the others 
were too careless in going forward 
faster tiian the good air was being sup- 
plied, carrying at the same time a 
"naked" light. Soon the awful explo- 
sion occurred, caused by the gas com- 
ing in contact with the "naked" flame 
of a miner's lamp, and 14 more souls 
were launched into eternity. This ex- 
plosion was not so forcible as the for- 
mer, but more aivful in^ts effects, and 
was followed by a shorter, thinner 
tongue of flame, followed by a silence 
so deadly that it seemed physically 
painful.

The Japanese settled to operat 
the farms, but the decision will inter 
fere with them, as the Texas laws do 
not allow persons to own land in tha 
state who are not American citizens 
or intend to become such.

'Almost every day agents and fakirs 


call on Mayor Crilly to secure licens- 
es for selling their goods, but when 
informed of the conditions, they in- 
variably hie themselves to a more 
congenial community. 


Mayor Crilly says that he intends 


to enforce the ordinance to the letter 
during, this spring and summer, and 
it is not probable that Newark peo- 
ple will often have the pleasure of 
enjoying a summer night's entertain- 
ment with the 
eloquent tape worm 


extractor, or corn doctor as of yore- 
Th'e absence of ifiese talented indi- 
viduals will- bring joy to the hearts 
of some Newark people. 


MAPLE SYRUP 


Season is Now in'Full Blast and the 


Farmers Ar£ Getting Dollar 


. a'Gallon.. 


The map)e syrup season is in full 


•blasjL and''.the syrup made from the 
-"first run"-that has been brought to 
Newark is unusually good. 


In some of the lower grades of the 


public schools the children have been 
taught how maple syrup is made and 
have been instructed to write essays 
on the subject 
That the syrup in- 


dustry Jias made an impression uoon 
their youthful minds is evidenced by 
the noles"seen in maple trees all over 
the city- 
-The season 
opened 
about three 


•weeks ago and will not last much 
longer. The pride received 
by 
the 


syrup makers is $1.00 per gallon. 


Speaking of the'i?rice a well known 


farmer said: "One-fSollar 
is 
cheai), 


considering the amount of labor that 
it reauired to make the syrup. First 
the buckets and spiles must be rot- 
ten ready. They are usually hauled 
to the camp on a sled. They are dis- 
tributed to the' trees, two to four 
buckets to the tree, according to the 
size of the tree. Then an auzer or 
a brace and bit is used to put the 
' hole into the tree, while some use a 
more improved spile which is driven 
into the tree, saving the boring of 
holes. The sap begins 
to run 
at 


once, unless it is near zero weather 
so that it freezes before it can zet 
out- 
When it is thawing weather 


it runs so fast that it has to be fath- 
ered two or three times a day. The 
old fashioned pans in which it used 
to be boiled are not used very much 
any more. Small camps resort occa- 
sionally to an old fashioned 
tin or 


copper evaporator 
for boiling 
the 


sap. 
The evaporator of course cleans 


the sap of all dust and dirt that usu- 
ally accumulates when it is 
boiled. 


Then, the syrup is almost clear when 
it is sufficiently boiled and is ready 
for tbe market-

tion of Ohio counties in early 'days, the 
final result was -&i unusual degree of 
uniformity in size. There remained no 
_sueh great difference s.as exist 
be- 


jtween larger and smaller counties in 
, many of the states. In Ohio the coun- 
ty of greatest area adjoins the one of 
least extent. Ashtabula has 691 square 
miles and Lake only 242. Those are 
the extremes in 'the state. 
But .nine 


counties ot the ' 88 in the common- 
wealth have more than 
COO square 


miles. These are Ashtabula, Belmont, 
Darke, Licking, 
Muskingum, Ross, 


Trumbull, Washington and Wood. Only 
two counties, Lake and Ottawa, have 
less than 300 square miles, and but 11 
come between 300 square miles and 
400. 
These are "Auglaize, 
Carroll, 


Crawford, Brie, Harrison, 
Jefferson, 


Lucas, Morgan, Morrow, Noble and 
Summit. 


The work ot county making, con- 


tinued through half a century, loft the 
great majority ol the counties in Ohio 
with more than 400 square miles and 
less than GOO.

Gill has beea but little separated 


from the state prison in the past IT. 
years. In November, 
1888, he

first sentenced as George Burns, from 
Fairfield 
county, to serve 
one year 


for pocket picking. He was then. 26 
years old. Now he is 43. Of the in> 
tervening years 11 have been spent 
in the 
penitentiary. 
After 
having 


been released on his first sentence'in 
November of 1SS8, Gill as he is now 
named, seems to have kept out of the 
bands of the law until January, 1891, 
when as Henry Ross he came up 
from Vinton county for burglary and 
larceny for five years. 


Released in May, 1894, he 
again 


stayed out for about 
three 
years, 


then turned up from Licking county 
in November, 1897, with another five 
years for burglary and larceny. This 
time he was James Ford. Only a few 
months passed after his release 
in 


January, 1900, until 
he again went 


wrong, and in June of the same year 
he was back behind the prison walls, 
this time from Ross county, with five 
years for burglary and larceny. His 
last release was in October, 1903. 


With all this record he is again in
